JU8T WHAT TO DO IN CASES Of 
6UN8TROKE AND DROWNING. 


How to Save th* Spark of Lite—A Sot off 
Instruction. Compiled add lmsod ftp 
tho How York Board of HoaUb-ApptA* 
eable aad Uaofvt Bfsrywhsrs, 

The following instructions for restor¬ 
ing persons overcome by best and reviv. 
ing thase rescued from water have just 
been reissued by the New York Board 
of Health : 

Saastreke. 

Anyone overcome by the heat should 
be immediately removed to the nearest 
shade, and the coliar or shirt or dress 
should be loosened. Send immediately 
for the nearest physician, and give the 
person cool drinks of water, black tea or 
coffee, if able to swallow. 

If the skin is hot and dry, plaoe Ills 
person in a sitting position against a 
tree, wall, or anything that will be a 
support to the back; spouge with or pour 
some cold water over the body and 
limbs, aud apply to the head pounded 
ice wrapped in a towel or other cloth. 
If there is no ice at hand, keep a cold 
cloth ion the head, and pour cold water 
on it as well a* on the body. 

If the person is pale, very faint and 

f mlse-feeble, lay him down on the back, 
et him inhale ammonia for a few seconds 
or give him a teespoonful of aromatic 
spirits of Ammonia or tineture of ginger 
in two tables poon fuIs of water; Use no 
cold water upon the head or body, but 
rub th* hands and feet and apply warm 
applications to tl* same until the circu¬ 
lation is restored. 


Drowning. 

1 . —Loosen the clothing; plaoe the face 
downward, with the forehead resting on 
one of the wrists, and the face turned to 
one side. Open the mouth; seize the ton¬ 
gue between the fingers, ©overed with a 
handkerchief or piece of cloth, and draw 
it forward between the teeth; clear the 
mouth aud throat from mucus by passing 
the forefinger, co veied with a handker¬ 
chief or piece of doth, far back into the 
mouth, thus opening a free passage to 
the windpipe. 

2 . —Turn the body face upward, shoul¬ 
ders resting on a folded coat or pillow ; 
keep tho tongue drawn forward; raise 
the arms backward andvupwurd to the 
sides of the head (this ex pands the cheet 
uinl allows the uir to enter the luugs^ 
then slowly move them downward,bend¬ 
ing them ho that tho elbows will come 
to lliu sides and the hands cross the pit 
of the stomach, and press them gently 
but strongly against the sides und chest 
(this forces the air out of the lungs). Con¬ 
tinue these two movements (which pro¬ 
duce uitiliciul breathing) very deliberate¬ 
ly about ten or In eive tunes in a minute 
and without ceasing, until the patient 
breathes naturally,or until satisfied that 
lifo is extinct. 

3—While this is being done a little 
friction on the chest may be produced 
by itobbun: gently with warm flannel, 
and the i-ody may be stripped and wrap¬ 
ped in dry blankets. 

After natural breathing begins con¬ 
tinue very gently for a few minutes the 
i wo movoments which produced artificial 
h loathing. 

After natural breathing is fully re¬ 
stored give the patient a teaspoonful ef 
brandy, hot sling or tea, two or three 
times a minute, until the beating of the 
pulse can be fell at the wrist. 

Rub the arms und legs upward, ami 
tho feet and hands with warm or dry 
flunuel. 

Apply hot cloths to ths body, legs and 
anils, and bottles of hot water to the 

feet.

She Is May Colvin, an Osark Girl of IS, 
aud us Pretty M Picture. 

The female department of the peni¬ 
tentiary undoubtedly furnishes the 
most depraved types of humanity. 
Primarily, the partiality of courts and 
jurius for women characterizes averr 
judical system of civilization; aud so it 
must be a depraved and dangerous wo¬ 
man, indeed whom a jury of Americans 
will sentence to penal servitude. 

Decidedly the most unique personality 
of the female population of the prison is 
May Colvin. May is only 18 years old, 
aud is a rustic beauty. Dreei hv in the 
gorgeoui paraphernalia of Lillian Rus¬ 
sell, and she would be u more brilliant 
beauty than that stage celebrity. She 
has great blue eyes aud a mass of tow* 
selied blond hair of Titian tint. Her 
form is luscious—well rounded and 
plump—and her cheeks.are as red with 
the vigorous life of the Ozarks^ whence 
she came. Her mouth is one ethat an 
impressionable artist would go wild over, 
with its cherry-red hpa- of sensuous 
curves, the wholo forming tire most per¬ 
fect Cupid’s bow. And Withal May Is a 
horse thief, and doesn’t deny if. Cer¬ 
tainly the confinement-, iu the' penitenti¬ 
ary has brought ritit hir native beauty, 
that must have been blurred or obscured 
by her exposure to all sorts of rough 
weather wliile fleeing over the plains and 
mountains of the Southwest from tha 
ollicers, or else no jury could have ever 
been iuduced to give her a term in prison, 
especially for so common and plebeian 
uu offence as stealing horsoe.

"When I heard you ye etc ben and 
wanted to »eo me, D thought you 
were un officer from Girard, Kan., aud 
wanted to take me back th*r% 
for breaking out of jaib I’m glad jon 
are not, but I guess thejUl come lor me 
as soon as my term is out here,* which 
will be in about fourteen mouths, 
if I tiehave myself. I’ve been a pretty 
good girl since I’ve treeu here. The 
reason for it, l guess, is that 1 haven’t 
had u chuaoe to be bad. However, 

I've m managed to break the rules as to 
be put in the dark room two or three 
limes. But I’m going to behave myself 
from now on, so I can get the benefit of 
the three-fourths rule.

When the gun is Hottest. 

The fu£t has long been recognized 
taut the sun ia a variable star. Of 
course its variations are slight, else they 
would have a disastrous effect upon the 
earth. The regularity with which sun 
spots gradually increase and then de¬ 
crease iu number and size is, however, a 
sufficient indication that, as viewed 
from a great distance in space, and with 
sufficient delicate means of observation, 
(be sun would run through a cycle of 
variations in brightness once in every 
eleven years. It might well be suppoe- 
ed that if such changes take place they 
would be moro easily perceived from 
(he earth than from a greater distance* 
As a matter of fact, however, there are 
practical diffioultiee which render it al¬ 
most impossible to get an accurate 
measure of tho variation from year to 
/ear in the amount of the sun’s radia 
tiou that falls upou the earth, It has 
even been undecided whether the sun 
is hotter or colder when it is most 
•potted. Some observations have 
indicated that the sun is hotter 
when the disturbances that create 
fun-spote ire most active, while other 
observations have, at the same time, 
tended to show that less heat is then re¬ 
ceived on the face of the earth than is 
received when there ere practically ne 
sun-epots. Recently, however, M. 
Savalief has reported to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris the result of experi¬ 
ments aud calculations mads by him 
since 1890, whiob strongly go to show 
that not only is the sun hotter when il 
is most spotted, but that it k precisely 
at such times that the surfece of the 
earth feels the greatest intensity of solat 
radiation. If M. Saveliefs coneluaioa 
remaius unshaken, it will settle a ques¬ 
tion that has long been more or less of e 
puzzle, and will aid in the solut \ of 
th* nrohlom of tho sun's lull us ' n

Many of the farmers of this province 
have been somewhat annoyed by the 
sheduling of Canadian cattle exported 
to England, and the law makers

Th# French Treaty Is Ra tiffed 
By Parliament

Ottawa, July 11 —Hon. Mr. Fo«t#r <* 
rising to mov* A« socond reading of 
bill for S« ratification of tn« French treaty 
vu greeted with oonelderable applause. 
This la the hon. gentleman's first appear- 
aooe in the House for owr a mentb, and be 
■till loehs somewhat Ainaer than usual, 
and has not quite reoorired his Strang 
He raid that he did not thiah the 
treaty needed muoh discussion after the 
eery thorough manner it had been dealt 
with last year. There weie. however, two 
or three points upon whieh there were some 
little doubts with referenee to the interpre¬ 
tation of the treaty, and some of these 
doubts have been set at rest. One t 
with referendl to the item of fish preserved 
in their natural form, "Poissons conserves 
au natural,” and he waa not at all olsar 
in his own mind as to the meaning 
of that. If it meant simply fish in the 
natural state it would have uni us off tha 
benefit to a very large and important in¬ 
dustry in this Dominion, and that ques¬ 
tion was not dsfinitely settled last year. 
Farther communications have been bad, as 
will appssr from the papers brought down, 
and that matter is now set at rest. This 
class includes what is called generally 

canned fish,” which are not preserved by 
the addition of other substances snob aa 
sardines, but preserved salmon and lob¬ 
sters and all fish canned or preserved in 
that way oan come in under that elause. 

There was also a point of doubt with 
reference to the aueetiou of soap, as to 
what was meant by that, as to whether 
that would allow all soaps to oome into 
this oounlry or not. Last year hs held 
that it meant simply castile soap, and that 
is what has boon uphold by tbs 
French commissioners iu communication 
with Sir Charles Topper. 

These two points having been oleared 
away we now approach the ratification of 
the treaty, and be was here to-day to move 
the second reading of this bill, tfhere bare 
been two or three objeotions raised outside 
of this House to the ratification of the 
treaty. One hat been raised by a very large 
and very important body of people in oar 
country—the prohibitionists. They feared 
that the treaty, if ratified, might interfere 
with the passage by Parliament or the 
Provincial Legislature of prohibitary mea¬ 
sures, but he had explained to them that 
their fears were groundless. The very fact 
whioh gives force to this treaty is that, ao 
far as tnis country is concerned, the majori¬ 
ty voice of the people is tho very force 
whioh must if prohibition is enacted in this 
country enact that prohibition. When it 
comes to that point and prohibition 
is onaoled then, as Parliament 

ill control the Government, it 
will then immediately remove the obstacle 
in so far as the treaty i« an obitaol 
by giving notice ot the renunciation of the 
treaty. It cannot be said that the time 
for the renunication of the treaty would be 
any impediment to the carrying oat of the 
withes of the psople in that respect, for cer¬ 
tainly no prohibitory law could be enacted 
and ppt into fores through the majority of 
jarliament in less tims that ths treaty could 
jo renounced in and it would be entire¬ 
ly out of the way so far as any 
bar was ooncernsd so soon as prohibition 
became enacted. 

With reference to the objection raised by 
the wine growers, he said that when the 
ad valorem duty is taken away they will 
have a very fair protection when the wines 
which they make here, and taken in con¬ 
nection with the cost of carriage and pos¬ 
sibly greater cost of the wines themselves, 
as they are compared one with the other, 
they have still left them a very substantial 
and adequate protection. 

Aa to the point raised by the wine-grow¬ 
ers, that manufacturers of foreign wines 
were favored in the matter of spirita for 
forlifyiog their wines, h# intimated that the 
Government ifiight make aome concessions 
to the wine-growers in that direction. In" 
conclusion he referred to the great respon¬ 
sibility which would rest on Parliament if 
the treatv was reiectcd. and arced it* rati-

Mr. Cookburn opposed tha treaty because 
it would rein Ao wine growers and because 
It was opposed to tho principles of the Na¬ 
tional Policy. It was taxing* the poor for 
the benefit of tho rieh. Ho did not think 
noy question of honor was involved. Par¬ 
liament had a perfeot right to reject the 
treaty if it pleased, and so had the Frenoh 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Mr. Amyot said there were some mem¬ 
bers of the House who objected to every¬ 
thing French and would even wreok Con¬ 
federation beoause there were Frenohmeo 
in Canada. 

Mr. Giiouard (Jacques Cartier) thought 
the House was bound in honor to ratify ths 
treaty. 

Mr. Edgar opposed the treaty be¬ 
oause it was greatly one-sided sod 
unfair; and olso because the islands 
of St. Pierro and Miquelou, with 
which Canada did more trade than with 
France, were excluded from it. In conclu¬ 
sion he moved the following amendment to 
the amendment: "That it appears from 
the papers laid before the Houso and from 
the statemeut made by the Fmauuo Min¬ 
ister that tho treaty was sinned as to the 
most favored natioq treatment withont 
the instructions of the Government, and 
further, that the treaty was entersd into 
under ths erronsous impression * on the 
part of the Government that the French 
colonies of St. Pierre and Miquelon would 
be affected by the ireaty.” 

Sir John Thompson approved of Mr. 
Edgar’s suggestion to discuss the question 
in a business-like way, but regretted that Mr. 
Edgar’s colleagues had uot done so, but had 
dealt with tho political aspect only. He 
denied Sir Richard Cartwright’s charge that 
the Government had been vacillating in its 
policy, and showed that last session was so 
short that there was not tims to proporiy 
understand the treaty and ask for its ratifi¬ 
cation. He expressed surprise at Mr. 
Oockburn’s evident ignorance of the 
fact that the duty on wines had 
been raised in 1870 on purpose 
that Canada might be in a position 
to negotiate this treaty. Ho entered into 
the merits at some length and strongly de¬ 
fended ths ireaty. 

Mr. Laurisr said that the treaty was use¬ 
less without the establishment of steamship 
communication with France, and that in 
endeavoring to get the treaty ratified with¬ 
out dealing with the question of steamship 
communication the Government wan en¬ 
deavoring to got the treaty ratified under 
files pretences. 

Sir C. H. Tuppsr said tho questions of 
ths treaty and steamship communication 
had nothing to do with each other and had 
been kept separate. Canada had been for 
20 years trying to got n treaty with France. 

If it 
was not found satintactory it was easy 
enough to give notice and tciininatu it. 

Mr. McCarthy iwiid that the Government 
ought eithor to have dismissed tho High 
Commissioner if he signed the treaty with¬ 
out authority or have carried out his obli¬ 
gation iu good faith. Hu aaid ho should 
support the amendment to the amendment 
and if that whs voted down he should 
support tho amendment. 

Mr. Davin, in a short but eloquent 
speech, supported the treaty. 

Hon. Mr. Ouimet said that it was in our 
interest that the treaty should be ratified, 
lie dealt witii the business aspect, showing 
that France imported $38,000,001) worth o: 
the articles we exported, and Fiance of¬ 
fered us a preference of from 30 to 50 per 
cent, on those articles. 

Mr. Charlton at 10 iniuutes post 1 asked 
for five minutes to express Ins objection to 
the treaty and took 15. 

Tho members were then called iu and tlie 
House divided on Mr. Edgar’s amendment 
to Colonel O’lirien’s amendment, which was 
lost. 51 veas. 119 navs.

New floor cushions, says Harper’s Ba¬ 
zar, are made in tiie brioche shape, and 
tiie resemblance to tlmt old-time foot¬ 
stool is still further increased hv the cov¬ 
ering, which is iu stripes of red,blue and 
yellow running horizontally. These 
cushions, which are the height of a chair 
seat and about 72 mclies in circumfer¬ 
ence, are stuffed with excelsoir, and a 
round black leather at the bottom, 
serves to make them durable. The cover 
ih a Turkish tapestry, and they sell for 
$•*>. 50 

The tapestry is $1.30 a yurd (50 inches 
in width),uud tiie expense would begreat* 
ly lessened if the work were done iu the 
house. 

Stout ticking or awning cloth should 
be usod for tho foundation, and a strip 
the required length sewed to a circular 
piece which measures about two yards 
around. Fill tins tightly with excelsior, 
gather it up at the top with a stout 
thread and la*ten securely, 

Bew tiie stuped covering ^o a piece of 
black leather the same mzo as the circu¬ 
lar piece of awning cloth, slip it over 
the foundation, gather it In the same 
way, and with a long upholsterer’s 
needle run a strong oord through to the 
bottom and back ujjain, drawing it tight, 
and fasten so thut it will not slip. This 
gives a dented effect, like that with 
which we are familiar iu tho old-fash¬ 
ioned tomato pin-cushions. Cover a flit 
button mould, ubout the size of a silver 
dollar, with the same goods to ornament 
tho top. 

These cushions are intended principal¬ 
ly for piazza use, hut will also he found 
very coiniortahle in other pails of the 
house.

THE WORST IET TO ME . 1 


A Million Knights of Labor 
Ordered Out. 


DEBS ARRESTED FOR CONSPIRACY. 


Immediately On lielm' Anon |l»e 100,000 
Member* of dilriigo Uelom Were 
1 Oidered In (Vm*** Uiirh-tlito Grand 
Planter hiMferelgn Called Out the 
Knight* »l l.uhitr. 

Chk’auo, July 11. —There is no disguis¬ 
ing tne luct that tho local situation 
in tho labor troubles ia more grave thun it 
has been at any time. This ia not the view 
of alaimint or biased Radicals among the 
q^rike element, but rattier the opinion en- 
j tertained among ail classes of thecommunity 
| whicii are looking forward with fear and 
apprehenaion to what the night or another 
day may bring forth. There were three 
, times aa many in the streets yesterday 
as were to be seen any day for many 
months pant. Nine-tenths of them, men 
and women alike, displayed snmo omblein. 
The majority wore the white ribbon, emble¬ 
matic of sympathy with the strikers. Sil¬ 
ken miniatures of the Stars and Stripes, 
too, made their appearunce this morning 
and before noon they were to l*e seen in 
thousands. In many instances thik emblem 
of loyalty to the National Government was 
fastened with tho significant bmuf.e button 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. It 
was significant aiao that the Stars and 
Stripes were hoisted on scores of Hag-poles 
botli in the business and residential 1 ,districts 
that are generally bare, except on Fourth 
ot July, Decoration Day and similar 
nutional or local holidays. " 

The people in the streeta keep moving. 
There was no congregation of crowds ex¬ 
cept about tho^nilitary camps on the lake 
front and tho (severnmeut building, and in 
the report of various headquarters of the 
labor organizations. In commercial circles 
there were lamentations loud and deep, for 
retail business ot all kinds is in a state of 
paralysis, and the wholesale trade is faring 
but little if any better. 

Although to some extent it has been an¬ 
ticipated, the arrest of President Debs and 
Ins associates was the sensation of the day. 
The president of tho A. R. IJ. and his col¬ 
leagues wore brought in quietly and without 
any outbursts *of popular indignation that 
sensationalists had predicted. The Federal 
grand jury occupied less time than had 
been expected! in reaching the decision 
that, the ovidencu presented for its 
consideration was sufficient to justify the 
return of true bills against the leaders of 
the union. Judge Grosscup’s charge, al¬ 
though denounced with tury at the head¬ 
quarters of the various labor organizations 
to-night, is generally commented upon in 
commercial and professional circles as a 
masterly exposition of the line between the 
legal and justifiable methods of trades’ 
organizations and defiance of the laws or 
rebellion against authority of the United 
States. 

’Organized labor was prompt to strike 
back at the latest manifestation of Federal 
power and authority. Hurrllv had the wore 
been flashed across the half mile of inter¬ 
vening ground between the Government 
building and labor headquarters that indict¬ 
ment should be returned und warrants for 
Debsand nts associates placed in the hands of 
the officers when the committee appointed 
by the Trades and Labor Associations of 
the city to urge upon the Pullman Com¬ 
pany the desirability of submitting ths 
dispute with its employes to arbitration 
attached its signs to the order calling out 
every union man in the city from midnight 
Almost before the ink was dry on this 
document General Master Workman Sov¬ 
ereign of the Knights of Labor placed the 
official seal of the order upon a manifesto 
appealing to the order and through it to 
the whole people to lay down the im¬ 
plements of toil. This order, request, 
or whatever it might properly be 
designated wan wired at once to the officers 
of every district assembly throughout the 
country wtih instructions looking to its 
immediae transmission to the execu¬ 
tive head of each local assembly. 
The organization of the Knights 
and its means of communicating 
with tho individual members is so perfect 
that it was the opinion at. Headquarters 
that every Knight of Labor in the land 
would be made acquainted with ths ulti¬ 
matum by midnight. District Assembly 


in Chicago and surrounding towns, 
Vik the firet to respond to 
ths Kiooutive appeal and last 
evening by formal resolution it declared it 
the duty of all members within its juris 
tion to carry out the suggestions of Grand 
Master Workman Sovereign. Around 
town the news of the arrests, while it in¬ 
tensified the strained feeling already re¬ 
ferred to, failed to produce any prolonged 
manifestations either of approval or indig¬ 
nation. 

The arrested men took the situation in a 
nonchalant mood. No glittering of steel 
bayonets or tramp of military forces marked 
their progress to the Government building, 
nor were any handcuffs brought into requisi¬ 
tion. They came like free citizens, 
jaked and laughed and enjoyed the hospi¬ 
tality of the District-Attorney’s office while 
waiting tor bail, put their signatures to the 
bonds as a matter of personal recognizance 
and then returned to their headquarters. 

General Master Workman Sovereign said 
at 12.30 that he was writing an order for a 
general strike of the Knighte of Labor 
everywhere to-morrow, and the order will 
affect nearly 1,000,000 men, the present and 
former members of the K. of L. organiza¬ 
tion. 

“Tho present industrial crisis,” said Mr. 
Sovereign, “demands drastic measures 
All true laboring men must rally to the 
standard of'uniou labor. This action on 
the part of our organization has not 
been taken without careful consideration 
and we are ready to abide by the 
result. This order will probably affect 
1,000,000 men. There are thousands of; 
workingmen in this country who have been 1 
members of our organization, but who are i 
not now actively identified with it. 

I am confident such men will rally 
to our standard at this time. Jnst at 
w hat hour this order will go into effect to¬ 
morrow I cannot say, as the sou ding out of 
it may be delayed until to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. lint it will go into effect some time 
to-morrow unless something unforeseen 
arise*. 

President Debs said yesterday that tho in¬ 
dustries of Chicago would be completely 
tied up by to-morrow. Mr. Debs added, 
the trouble had gone beyond his control 
completely and beyond the control of 
the railway union. “So far as the 
cause of the American Railway Union is 
conoerued,” he continued, “things look 
brighter to-day than ever. The strike it 1 
en and there is now no violence. That ie ; 
what we hare moet to fear—the depre¬ 
dations of mobe who are really 
not connected with onr struggle. With so 1 
many companies of militia here, though, 
there will not be much violence. The 
greater issue is to come now, but I hope it 
will be conducted peacelully and quickly.” 

Judge Orosscup this morning charged 
the special grand jury as to its duties in re¬ 
gard to the big strike. The charge was 
sweepiugenough to cover offencesof all kinds. 
Judge Grosscup said labor unions were ne¬ 
cessary, and that their purpose was good, but 
when they interfered with rights of others 
they exceeded their prerogatives. Judge 
Grosscup said if 10 men met and agreed to 
injure the business of a road it was con¬ 
spiracy, but if one mao controlled the ac¬ 
tions of the 10 and ordered them out, it 
could hardly be defined as snoh. 

The jury indicted Debs, Howard, Rogers, 
Kelleher and several other strike leaders 
for conspiracy and they were urresled. 

They are indicted for conspiracy, which 
is punishable by a fine of from $1000 to 
$5000 or imprisonment for uot more than 
two years, and also for hindering the exe¬ 
cution of the laws of the United State*, 
which is a much more eerious offence, pun¬ 
ishable by a fin* of from $3000 to $5000, or 
imprisonment for not more than six years. 

Passenisr Trains On Time—Freight Will 
Move To Day. 

Port Huron, Mich., July li.—Several 
of the engineers who have been out with 
the A.R.U. reported fore duty on the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk yesterday and are 
being hired by the company. All passen¬ 
ger trains are leaving on schedule time, 
and it is expected the company will send 
out a freight train or two to morrow. Fire¬ 
men are willing to go to work if they can 
be taken baok without prejudice to auy

Detroit, Mich., July 11.— All the sink¬ 
ing employes of the Union Station Associa¬ 
tion, whose tracks are used by the Wabash, .

to he employed at the Pullman shops realizt 
and nct-upon the rule of business >hat tho 
aggregate cost of a piece of work must uot 
exceed its selling price. The continuous 
violation of that rule must wreck the Pull¬ 
man shops <rr any other shops and perma¬ 
nently stop all work of the employos. This 
company cannot control the selling price of 
cars, and it cannot pay more for making 
them than it can contract to sell them for. 
It ia impossible to submit to arbitration 
whether or not it shall do so, and that it 
shall do so is the only demand made upon 
the company.”

Sunday School Festival. 

The parishes in the rural Deanery of 
Lennox and Addington in the neighborhood 
of Napanee, held their first annual Sunday 
School and paroohial festival in this town 
on Tuesday last, the parishes of Deaeronto, 
Tyendinaga and Picton also taking part in 
the demonstration. Had all the parishes 
in the Deanery been represented there 
would have been nearly 1000 children pres¬ 
ent. As it was 718 children and teachers 
joined in the procession, While the side 
walk was lined with the friends who ac¬ 
companied them. The various excursions 
by boat and rail were timed to arrive at 
10:30 a. m. Other parties drove in by road 
from several of the outlying parishes knd 
stations. The procession formed at the 
market sonare and marched by way of 
John and Dundas steeets to 8. Mary |Mag. 
dalene’s church, each Sunday School being 
preceded by its banner. Thirteen ban¬ 
ners were carried in the procession, all of 
them pretty and effective, and some of 
them exceedingly rich and handsome. 
Arriving at the charch a short children’s 
service was said, the singing being led by 
the vested choir of 8. George's cathedral, 
Kingston, under the direction of Mr. Mar¬ 
tin, cathedral organist, two cornpte helping 
greatly in holding the children's vyjce-! 
together. The service proceeded without 
a liitch, and for earnestness and heartiness 
left nothing to be desired. The sermon 
was preached bv Rev. Canon Burke, of 
Belleville, who kept the interest of the 
children fixed without llagging whilst he 
spoke to them of their duty and privilege 
as worshippers, and that “perfected praise" 
might com* from the mouths of babes and 
sucklings. The service being ended the 
prooession again formed and parched in 
order to the park where vhe secular part of 
the programme was carried out. launch 
was served, each parish pio-niclng at the 
headquarters assigned to it. After this the 
children joined in the various sports pro¬ 
vided for them, whilst their elders were 
entertained by a number of the clergy and 
others, who delivered addresses. Among 
these were Chief Samson Greene, of the 
Mohawks, andlMessrs. fcW. W. Meecham. 
M. P. P. f Mr. T. Symington, Canon Burke 
and Rev. G. .A. Anderson. Meanwhile an 
exciting cricket ijjajfcpb was being played 
between an eleven brought over by tbs 
Picton Sunday school and one furnished 
by our own lads, the victory going to the 
home team. Another interesting compet¬ 
ition was for a prize to be awarded to the 
most artistic and effective banner carried 
in the procession. Miss llarding was sel¬ 
ected as a competent and impartial judge 
and after oarefal inspection, awarded the 
palm to Pioton, a decision which was greet 
ed with nniveraal applause. Tbe second 
prize fell to Napanee, though Deaeronto 
and the Mohawk schools ran us very close 
Tho results of the other competitions were 
announced from Die platform, a large pro¬ 
portion of tho prizes being carried off by 
the young braves from Tyendinaga, who 
were prime favorites with tbeir pale faced 
brethren.

Nor are these five lobe servanu, in 
their general, capacity, controlled by 
mental influences—will power—but con¬ 
tinue their activity whether we are 
awake or asleep, whether we are sensible 
or insensible—managing their own 
affairs. Their appropriate mission is the 
supply of pure air to the system, the 
most important design of which is its 
purification, carrying all particles of 
impure and dead matter, which are 
1 ever accumulating os the result of age 
i and the exercise of the organic func¬ 
tions. 

To effect this very important result, 

I this purification of a body constantly 
becoming impure, of necessity, there 
are 600,000,000 (by estimate) of air cells, 
all of these being more or less inflated 
by each breath. As small as these must 
be, it is estimated that the outer surface 
ef each hae an average of five minute 
blood veasels, containing the blood from 
the general system .sent there for revital¬ 
ising, that it may * continue to sustaiu 
and care for the body. 

The theory is that the iron in the 
blood attracu the oxygen of the breath 
through the membranes, resulting in an 
actual combustion, burning waste mat¬ 
ters, and, in this way, sustaining the 
warmth of the body, our clothing doing 
nothing in this regard, beyond regulat¬ 
ing tbe escape of the heat thus produc¬ 
ed, and preventing tbe natural ingress 
of the oold from without.

mg leut mnvti is ugnw gresa on me 
under side and dark on tbe top, which 
he is told is tho'kukui or caudle nut. 
It is so named from the fact-that in 
ancient times the kernels of the nuts 
were strung on the midrif of the cocoa 
leaf and used hh torches; as tho upper¬ 
most kernel burned off the next ignited, 
and so it burnt until the lost was con¬ 
sumed. 

The tree was rf very useful one to the 
Hawaiian, not only in furnishing light 
at night but for many other masons. 
The nuts are eucaaed iu a husk like our 
walnuts, but it frequently occurs that 
two are formed iu the satuo husk. The 
kernel is extremely rich in oil, which 
has been expressed and used for house 
painting, oltnough it is but a poor sub¬ 
stitute for linseed, in that it is difficult 
to get it to dry, and it always ban a pecu¬ 
liar odor. The natives used (lie oii 
as au external remedy for some dis¬ 
eases, and especially as an aid in> 
parturition. Should you collect some of 
the nuts you will find them good eatiug, 
but 1 should advise that you stop at ouo 
or two, or you will find you have an 
emetic and u cathartic which will cer¬ 
tainly respond muy pronto, os tire .Mexi¬ 
cans ssv. 

The natives roast the nuts in tho ashes, 
uud, having removed the shell, crush 
the kernels to a paste, mixing them with 
Halt and peppor. This is onoof tho most 
delicious and appetizing zests imagin¬ 
able, and is an ecseuliul element to u 
good feed of raw fish and poi, It may 
be that if some of our euterprising capi¬ 
talists would go into the manufacture of 
inimnnn, as the natives call tins paste, 
lie might find an over-increasing market 
for it. It certainly is preferable to tho 
suspicious Russian caviare. The burnt 
shofi of the kukui was used for making 
an indelible ink, with which tattooing 
was done. Tlio green husk contains an 
acrid jmeu which lias a reputation as a 
remedy in diseases »>t the throat. 

From tho bark of tnu tree there ex¬ 
udes a gum call'd pilule, which is as 
u.-oiitl as gum Arabic or gum tragucauth 
for many purposes. It was also used us 
medicine by tho liawaiiaus in cases of 
dysentery. Being harmless, it would be 
u.-eiul in confectionery in making guin 
drops and jujubes. § 

The wood of the tree is somewhat like 
oni buss w ood, and is of little value iu 
building or in fencing, as it rots very 
speedily. Sometimes the natives made 
canoes of it, but never considered them 
of any value. As the trues die oil in the 
forest their trunks aad limbs are found 
to bo covored with nn edible fungus 
called pejieiao, which was formerly ex¬ 
ported in greul quantities to tiio Chinese 
markets. 

To-day I lie kukui nut is largely used 
in the manufacture of jewelry, wnich is 
much prized by tourists as irementoes 
of a visit to tli/o Paradise of the Pacific. 
The shell is quite hard an l>*\kes a bril¬ 
liant polish, and tan b« lrad iu biuck 
and brown'
